Arubans have had two thun¬ 
derstorms with short, heavy 
rains wake them up at 6:00 
AM over the past five days, 
which have left pools of stand¬ 
ing water around the island. 
This means that within a day or 
two, mosquitoes will prolifer¬ 
ate, as our normally gusty 
winds which blow them away, 
are also noticeably absent. This 
time of year, during peak storm 
season, this is not such an un¬ 
usual occurrence. 

One of Aruba’s greatest at¬ 
tractions is dining al fresco 
while watching a stunning sun¬ 
set or contemplating a sky full 
of stars. What could be more 
romantic? Unfortunately, if 
diners choose to wear shorts 
with open shoes, exposing 


their legs and feet which are 
tucked under the table, there 
will be more than restaurant 
patrons chowing down for the 
night. 

There are three types of 
mosquitoes in regards to when 
they are active, nocturnal, di¬ 
urnal and crepuscular. This 
means they get busy either at 
night, during the day, or at 
dawn or twilight, during the 
changeover in light and tem¬ 
perature; this accounts for al¬ 
most 80% of mosquito species. 
The last thing anyone wants is 
to be a feast for those pesky 
creatures while trying to enjoy 
their breakfast, lunch or in par¬ 
ticular, a sunset dinner, when 
most will come to feed.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Tropical 
storm Irene lashed New York 
yesterday, shutting down 
America’s largest city but spar¬ 
ing it serious damage after 
killing 14 people on the US 
east coast and flooding many 
parts of the region. 

The eye of the storm — 
downgraded from a hurricane 
but still packing 65-mile-an- 
hour (105-kilometer-an-hour) 
winds and driving rain — 
passed over the Big Apple 
mid-morning yesterday, as 
millions went without power 
along the coast. 

Localized flooding oc¬ 
curred in the south and east of 
Manhattan, with more serious 
incidents in Brooklyn, where 
the famed Coney Island 
amusement park took a batter¬ 
ing and outlying beaches were 
swamped. 

There was heavy flooding 
along the low-lying south 
shore of Long Island where 
high tides, rain and ocean 
surge drove waves right up 
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The Atlantic Ocean pours over the beach onto the road¬ 
way due to Hurricane Irene's winds Montauk, New York

The youngest victim, an 11- 
year-old boy, died when a tree 
crashed through his apartment 
building in Newport News, 
Virginia.

Cause for electrical Disastrous weather victims need help 
blackout still unknown to return to their normal lives 



ORANJESTAD - On Friday 
August 12th, a section of the 
island experienced an electri¬ 
cal blackout but exact cause 
for this power outage is still 
unknown. A profound investi¬ 
gation by Elmar has not led to 
an exact cause of the problem. 
According to Elmar’s spokes¬ 
woman, Wanda Broeksema, 
“our technical department is 
certain what did not happen, 
but what did occur will not be 
learned until in the coming 
weeks after a forensic investi¬ 
gation.” 

Broeksema assured us that 
they are certain that the failure 
was not attributed to some old 
cable nor due to the lack of 
maintenance. She believes that 
within a matter of weeks they 


will know what re¬ 
ally occurred that 
caused electricity to 
fall out like it did. 

We can recall how 
on the morning of 
August 12th electri¬ 
cal power was cut off 
in several barrios... 
.among others, Oran- 
jestad and Noord. 
Elmar’s technical 
crew went into action 
immediately and 
within 2 hours had 
restored power com¬ 
pletely. They were 
able to “by pass” the 
power failure, but 
were unable to ascer¬ 
tain the cause of the 
fall out. 

After some inten¬ 
sive investigations 
they have a better 
view of what specifi¬ 
cally was the problem. 

Elmar explained that the 
electrical interruption remains 
a rather strange occurrence. 
The affected cable is con¬ 
nected to an existing cable in 
oil which is connected to a new 
cable. Something happened to 
a cable which consists of 3 ca¬ 
bles that come together at one 
point, which caused an explo¬ 
sion. 

With respect to the repair 
process, Elmar has decided to 
replace rather than repair the 
cable that had the explosion. 
They will replace the connec¬ 
tion. At the end there will be a 
new technologically modern 
connection to avoid any possi¬ 
ble repeat of such a problem. 



ORANJESTAD - Much work 
is being done to provide assis¬ 
tance for the citizens of the 
Noord area who were badly af¬ 
fected by the forceful winds 
which caused enormous dam¬ 
age last Thursday. According 
to the government in a recent 
press conference, all data has 
been compiled so that the next 
step is to provide the help that 
these people need. 

In that press conference 
held in the government’s quar¬ 
ters, Chief of the Fire Brigade 
and member of the Calamity 
Team, Edward de Cuba gave 
an update of the situation and 
the damage caused by the 
fierce wind. 

They explained that the 


most important part of the 
process was to begin helping 
people. DOW, the Department 
of Social Affairs (DAS) and 
the Red Cross took to the 
streets helping people to re¬ 
coup and get back to normal 
life as much as possible. Obvi¬ 
ously, this was in cooperation 
with the government and its 
departments. 

Fire Chief de Cuba empha¬ 
sized that DOW is evaluating 
exactly what type of damages 
have been done and how to 
best help people to return to 
their homes while the repara¬ 
tions are being done. 

On the first day, the major¬ 
ity of the people succeeded in 
temporarily covering their 



homes, their roofs with the 
help of family and friends so 
that they could spend the night 
in their damaged homes. Only 
one person needed refuge at 
the Red Cross shelter. The 
damage to many of our homes 
is immense. The damage may 
be due to violations of our 
building codes, but this cannot 
be established.

We do suggest for outdoor 
dining, you may wish to con¬ 
sider a quick trip to your re¬ 
sort’s sundries store for a 
bottle of insect repellent; if 
they don’t stock any, you will 
find it at the closest drugstore 
or supermarket. In the 
evenings, you might even 
choose to wear long pants, 
socks and shoes, rather than 
sandals and shorts, to really 
foil those little bloodsuckers. 

Actually, it is only females 
that suck blood. Mosquitoes 
don’t feed on blood, like but¬ 
terflies, flower nectar is their 
preference. However, a fe¬ 
male mosquito will take 
blood to obtain essential nu¬ 


trients, like iron, for her eggs 
to develop. 

All of the Caribbean and 
Latin America are home to 
the special Aedes aegypti, 
which carries Dengue, a dis¬ 
ease causing high fever and 
flu-like symptoms. It is best 
for all to take precautions 
against mosquito bites, not 
only for their comfort, but 
also their health.

2011 Aveo: two distinct choices, one great car 


The subcompact Chevrolet 
Aveo is currently offered as a 
four-door sedan and a five- 
door hatchback, the latter 
called the Aveo5. It is the 
smallest car sold in the U.S. 
by General Motors, occupy¬ 
ing roughly the same niche as 
the Geo Metro of the 1990s. 
It has competed for many 
years with the Honda Fit, 
Toyota Yaris, and Nissan 
Versa; newer competitors in¬ 
clude the Kia Forte and the 
Ford Fiesta. T 

The Chevrolet Aveo was 
designed in South Korea by 
GM’s partner company Dae¬ 
woo, and is built there. The 
Aveo line was first sold in the 


U.S. as a 2004 model, in 
four-door sedan form, joined 
by the Aveo5 hatchback as a 
2007 model. Both Aveo 
model variations received a 
mild exterior and interior 
restyling for the 2009 model 
year. 

The Aveo uses a 108- 
horsepower, 1.6-liter four- 
cylinder engine with either a 
five-speed manual gearbox or 
a four-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission. Gas mileage—at 27 
mpg city, 35 mpg highway 
for the manual and 25 mpg, 
34 mpg for the automatic—is 
acceptable but hardly top- 
rated among subcompacts. 

The Chevy Aveo comes in

three trim levels, LS, LT1, 
and LT2. While the base LS 
model foregoes air condition¬ 
ing and electric windows, 
among other niceties, like all 
Aveo models it comes stan¬ 
dard with GM’s Onstar safety 
and telematics system. 
Higher-level models offer 
such features as heated mir¬ 
rors, satellite radio, a sunroof, 
and Bluetooth connectivity. 

According to EuroNCAP, 
the Chevrolet Aveo hatch¬ 
back, which goes on sale this 
autumn, secured 85 out of 
100 points, placing it among 
the very best in its segment. 

In the key areas of adult 
and child occupant protec¬ 
tion, the Aveo, achieved 95 
and 87 percent of the maxi¬ 
mum possible score, respec¬ 
tively

JailBreakMe creator 
lands internship at Apple 



(AFP) — A 19-year-old New 
York man who created a pro¬ 
gram that allows iPhone 
users to "jailbreak" the device 
to run unauthorized applica¬ 
tions claims to have landed 
an internship at Apple. 

Nicholas Allegra, creator 
of the site JailBreakMe, an¬ 
nounced the news on Thurs¬ 
day on his Twitter feed 


@comex. 

'The week after next I will 
be starting an internship with 
Apple,” Allegra said. 

Graham Cluley, a senior 
technology consultant at 
computer security firm 
Sophos, said in a blog post 
that Allegra has ’’given Apple 
plenty of headaches in the 
last couple of years” finding 
security vulnerabilities in the 
iPhone. 

’’Each time Allegra has 
found a flaw in Apple's soft¬ 
ware, the company has been 
forced to rush out a security 
patch,” Cluley said. 

Commenting on an intern¬ 
ship for Apple's nemesis, he 
said: ’’From Apple's point of 
view it's a case of: If you can't 
beat them, get them to join 
you.” 

In June, Facebook hired 
George Hotz, a hacker 
known as "GeoHot” who 
was sued by Sony for hack¬ 
ing the PlayStation 3 game 
console and is credited with 
being the first person to go 
public with a way to hack 
into an iPhone.

First proof that climate is a 
trigger for conflict: study 


PARIS (AFP) - Climate shift 
has at times been fingered as 
a culprit in triggering con¬ 
flict, fuelling for instance the 
1789 French Revolution by 
wrecking harvests and driv¬ 
ing hungry peasants to the 
city. 

Evidence to back the the¬ 
ory has often been contested 
as sketchy or anecdotal — but 
the case has been boosted by 
the first scientific study to de¬ 
clare an unmistakeable link 
between climate fluctuations 
and violence. 

It says tropical countries 
affected by the notorious El 
Nino weather event are twice 
as likely to be hit by internal 
unrest compared to the phe¬ 
nomenon's cooler, wetter 
counterpart, La Nina. 

The civil war and famine 
gripping the Horn of Africa is 
a typical example of what 
happens when a climate 
swing causes drought and 
overstresses an already frag¬ 
ile society, say its authors. 

The inquiry, appearing in 
a recent issue of the journal 
Nature, focusses on a natu¬ 
rally occurring pattern of cli¬ 
mate change. 

But its authors say there is 
a disturbing lesson about vi¬ 
olence driven by man-made 
warming, which is expected 
to bite deep in coming 
decades. 

"What it does show and 
show beyond any doubt is 
that even in this modern 
world, climate variations have 
an impact on the propensity 
of people to fight,” said Mark 
Cane, a climate scientist at the 
Lamont-Doherty Earth Ob¬ 
servatory at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity in New York. 

"It's difficult to see why 
that won't carry over to a 


world that's disrupted by 
global warming.” 

Formally known as the El 
Nino-Southern Oscillation 
(ENSO), the cycle occurs 
every two to seven years and 
last from nine months to two 
years, often inflicting mas¬ 
sive losses on agriculture, 
forestry and fishing. 

It starts when warm water 
builds on the western side of 
the tropical Pacific and shifts 
across the ocean. 

This part of the cycle, El 
Nino, can cause dramatic 
changes in rainfall patterns 
and temperatures, unleashing 
scorching heat or drying winds 
in much of Africa, South and 
Southeast Asia and Australia. 

When the cycle goes into 
reverse, a phase called La 
Nina, the water in the eastern 
Pacific cools, often bringing 
heavy rain to those regions. 

The study looked at 
ENSOs from 1950 to 2004 
and overlaid this data with 


civil conflicts — violence that 
had taken place within na¬ 
tional borders, as opposed to 
cross-border wars — that had 
killed more than 25 people in 
a given year. 

The data included 175 
countries and 234 conflicts, 
more than half of which 
caused more than 1,000 bat¬ 
tle-related deaths. 

In countries whose 
weather cycles are deter¬ 
mined by ENSO, the risk of 
civil conflict occurring dur¬ 
ing La Nina was about three 
percent; during El Nino, this 
doubled to six percent, the 
paper says. 

Countries not affected by 
ENSO remained at two per¬ 
cent regardless. 

Overall, according to the 
study, El Nino may have 
played a role in 21 percent of 
civil wars worldwide, and 
nearly 30 percent in those 
countries that are specifically 
affected by El Nino.

World leaders must 
focus on clean water, 
activists say 



STOCKHOLM (AFP) - 
Leaders attending an upcom¬ 
ing UN development confer¬ 
ence should commit to 
achieving universal access to 
clean drinking water by 2030, 
environmental groups said re¬ 
cently. 

International leaders are 
set to meet in Brazil next June 
for the Rio+20 United Na¬ 
tions Conference on Sustain¬ 
able development and seven 
leading environmental groups 
said water-access must be 
high on the agenda. 

In a "Stockholm State¬ 
ment" issued in the Swedish 
capital, the activists called on 
world leaders to commit to 
achieving "universal provi¬ 


sioning of safe drinking 
water, adequate sanitation and 
modern energy services by 
the year 2030". 

The coalition, which in¬ 
cludes both international and 
Swedish groups, urged a 20 
percent decrease in world¬ 
wide water pollution, more 
efficient water use in the agri¬ 
culture and energy sectors, 
and increased reuse of water 
resources. 

"The Rio+20 Summit is a 
great opportunity to review 
how water, energy and food 
are perceived and managed 
by the human society," UN- 
Water chief Adeel Zafar said 
at the close of the Stockholm 
conference.

Jogging Beats Weight Lifting for Losing 
Belly Fat: Study 


Aerobic exercise is better 
than resistance training if you 
want to lose the belly fat that 
poses a serious threat to your 
health, researchers say. 

That’s the finding of their 
eight-month study that com¬ 
pared the effectiveness of aer¬ 
obic exercise (such as 
jogging), resistance training 
(such as weight lifting), or a 
combination of the two activ¬ 
ities in 196 overweight, 
sedentary adults aged 18 to 
70. 

The participants in the aer¬ 
obic group did the equivalent 
of 12 miles of jogging per 
week at 80 percent maximum 
heart rate, while those in the 
resistance group did three sets 
of eight to 12 repetitions three 
times per week. 

The Duke University Med¬ 
ical Center researchers looked 
at how these types of exercise 
reduced the fat that’s deep 



within the abdomen and fills 
the spaces between internal 
organs. This type of fat — 
called visceral and liver fat — 
is associated with increased 


risk of heart disease, diabetes 
and some types of cancer. 

Aerobic exercise signifi¬ 
cantly reduced visceral and 
liver fat and improved risk 
factors for heart disease and 
diabetes, such as insulin re¬ 
sistance, liver enzymes and 
triglyceride levels. Resistance 
training didn't deliver these 
benefits. Aerobic exercise 
plus resistance training 
achieved results similar to 
aerobic exercise alone, the in¬ 
vestigators found.

Peru seeks 
30-year jail 
term against 
Joran van 
der Sloot 

LIMA, Peru — The Peruvian 
Public Prosecutors’ Office has 
told Dutch news agency ANP 
it will seek a 30-year jail sen¬ 
tence for Dutchman Joran van 
der Sloot. He is accused of 
killing Peruvian student 
Stephany Flores in a Lima 
hotel room on 30 May 2010. 

The public prosecutor re¬ 
jected Van der Sloot’s defence 
that he acted from a ‘violent 
emotion’. His lawyers tried to 
persuade the public prosecutor 
to charge their client with 
manslaughter, which in Peru 
carries a sentence of between 6 
and 20 years. 

The public prosecutor will 
ask the court to order the sus¬ 
pect to pay damages to the 
amount of 200,000 Peruvian 
soles, around 50,000 euros. 

It is not yet clear when the 
trial will start. The Public 
Prosecutor's Office has sub¬ 
mitted the indictment and the 
jail term it seeks. The trial date 
will be set by the court at a 
later time. 

Joran van der Sloot was ar¬ 
rested on 3 June 2010 in Chile 
near the coastal resort of Vina 
del Mar. He was handed to the 
Peruvian authorities two days 
later and has been in custody in 
Lima's Castro Castro prison 
since 11 June 2010. 


U.S. targets smuggling through Caribbean 


MIAMI, Florida — Florida's 
U.S. Attorney said a crack¬ 
down on drug smuggling at 
the Mexican border likely 
will result in more smuggling 
through the Caribbean. 

Wifredo Ferrer said co¬ 
caine and other illegal drugs 
still come to the United States 
primarily through Colombia 
to Mexico and across the 
Southwest border, The 
Miami Herald reported. 

But, he said: "We're hitting 
them hard there. It's only a 
matter of time before we see 


an increase here." 

Speaking to reporters in 
Miami last week, Ferrer an¬ 
nounced the "Caribbean 
Basin Initiative," which will 
add two more federal prose¬ 
cutors for narcotics cases 
who will work with federal 
agents to combat an expected 
increase in drug trafficking. 

For years, the Herald said, 
Colombian smugglers have 
used the Caribbean to ship 
cocaine into the United 
States, mainly through Haiti, 
the Dominican Republic and 


the Bahamas. 

The newly announced 
anti-smuggling effort came 
six months after Ferrer un¬ 
veiled an initiative against 
Colombian traffickers. It fo¬ 
cused on 30 groups trying to 
replace cartels in Medellin, 
Cali and the North Valley of 
Colombia that officials say 
have been largely disman¬ 
tled. 

In the earlier effort, four 
new prosecutors joined DEA, 
FBI and Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement agents 


who worked with Colombian 
authorities to target criminal 
organizations. 

The initiative has led to 
indictments of more than 
100 people in Miami, Ferrer 
said. 

"We still see the majority 
of cocaine coming into the 
United States across the 
Southwestern border," said 
Mark Trouville, DEA special 
agent in charge. "But the 
more our efforts increase 
there, the more we worry 
here." 


On Thursday, 13 people 
have been indicted in Miami 
in a crackdown on what U.S. 
authorities described as a 
major cocaine smuggling 
ring with links to Venezuela 
and the Caribbean. 

Mark Trouville, special 
agent in charge of the Miami 
field division of the U.S. 
Drug Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration, said the announce¬ 
ment highlighted again the 
prominent role Venezuela has 
played for years now in the 
international narcotics trade.

US wine lovers sweet on their 'moscato 1 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - In a 
twist winemakers didn't plan 
but are happy to cash in on, 
US consumers are going gaga 
for ordinary age-old sweet 
muscat varietals, known here 
by the Italian moniker 
"moscato." 

Industry experts say Cali¬ 
fornia growers are keen to re¬ 
spond to the miniboom in the 
market for moscato wines, 
which can be from red or 
white grapes. 

They often, but not al¬ 
ways, are fortified wines, and 


can be fruity and even lightly 
fizzy. 

In many countries they are 
used for dessert wines or for 
cooking. 

But in line with what ex¬ 
perts say are Americans' de¬ 
cidedly sweet palates 
compared to many countries 
worldwide, moscato wines 
are consistently sweet indeed. 

"Most anecdotal accounts 
of the Moscato market, par¬ 
ticularly among its largest 
producers indicate that 
Moscato is experiencing a

significant increase in sales 
and has been for about a year 
and a half," Tom Wark, with 
the Specialty Wine Retailers 
Association (SWRA), told 
AFP. 

A January Nielsen study 
found that 2010 Moscato 
sales in the United States 
surged by 100.7 percent com¬ 
pared to the previous year. 

The growth has baffled 
some analysts because at the 
moment, moscato varietals 
make up just 2.1 percent of 
total US wine sales. 

By sales volume they trail 
market leaders Chardonnay, 
also sweet, with a 21.2 per¬ 
cent share; Cabernet Sauvi- 
gnon, dry, with a 
12.2-percent share of the 
total; moderately dry Merlot 
at 10.3 percent and moder¬ 
ately dry Pinot Grigio 7.3 
percent. 

Barefoot vineyards boos¬ 
ted their white moscato sales 
last year by 3.3 million dol¬ 
lars to 31 million for the year, 
Market Watch reported. Sutter 
Home doubled its white 
moscato sales for the same 
period to 37 million dollars. 

And Woodbridge, owned 
by Robert Mondavi, boosted 
its own sales by 10 times, hit¬ 
ting two million dollars. 

What's up with US wine 
consumers? Some experts 
say that as sweeter wine 
lovers, Americans are much 
likelier to go for the apricot 
and peach flavors in moscato 
whites. 

Another factor could be 
that many younger people, 
far more tuned into social 
networking recommenda¬ 
tions and more likely to try 
something new, have found 
something they enjoy. 

"I think the reason why 
Moscato is becoming popular

is the same 
reason why 
Zinfandel be¬ 
came popular 
20 years ago. 
Because it's 
sweet," said 
Bill Easton, 
winemaker 
and grower at 
Terre Rough 
and Easton 



wines. 

"There is 
one thing that 
inexperienced 
American 
wine drinkers 
like: it's sug¬ 
ary," Easton 
stressed.

Moscato's lower price- 
point, though not the lowest, 
also helps make it accessible 
to new wine drinkers. Wark 
says 18-30 year olds are not 
interested in what their par¬ 
ents may have liked when 
they pick a wine. 

Moscato love has even 
turned up in pop music lately 


Sparkling Moscato

touts it as honey in a dating 
game. 

In "Do It Now," he sings:

Aruba Central Bank: 

Introduction of the “directive on the 
publication of the Effective interest 
on consumer credit” 


ORANJESTAD - On June 20, 
2011 the “Directive on the 
Publication of the Effective In¬ 
terest Rate (or Annual Percent¬ 
age Rate ((APR)) on 
Consumer Credit” came into 
effect. The aforementioned di¬ 
rective,which is issued pur¬ 
suant to section 12, paragraph 
1, of the State Ordinnance on 
the Supervision of the Credit 
System (AB 1998, No. 15) 
(SOSCS), is aimed at enhanc¬ 
ing transparency in the local 
credit market and providing 
the public with adequate infor¬ 
mation on the costs of con¬ 
sumer credit. 

The Central Bank of Aruba 
(CBA) is charged with the su¬ 
pervision of compliance with 
this directive by the licensed 
credit institutions or the (legal) 
person in the possession of an 
exemption pursuant to article 
48 of the SOSCS to extend 
consumer credit to the public. 
The most important require¬ 
ments of this directive are as 
follows: 

1. When offering consumer 
credit products to the public, 
for example through advertis¬ 
ing, whereby a direct or indi¬ 
rect reference is made to any 
pricing element of this type of

credit, the aforementioned 
credit institutions and (legal) 
persons must adhere to the fol¬ 
lowing: 

a. The effective interest rate 
must be disclosed in the same 
format as the nominal interest 
rate. 

b. It is strictly forbidden to 
publish other types of interest 
rates, for example the add-on 
interest rate. 

c. Insofar applicable, the in¬ 
surance contracts and security 
that need to be established in 
order for a person to become 
eligible for this type of credit 
must be disclosed. 

d. Insofar applicable, the 
penalty interest or fees applica¬ 
ble in case of early repayment 
of the loan must be disclosed. 

2. If the advertisement 
refers to an interest rate, which 
will be offered for a limmited 
period or an interest rate with 
a variable component that will 
differ for a limited period from 
the normal rates, then the rele¬ 
vant credit institution and 
(legal) persons must also pro¬ 
vide the following informa¬ 
tion: 

a. The specific time frame 
in which the offered interest 
rates will be applicable. 

b. The effective interest rate 
applicable upon expiration of 
the aforementioned specific 
time frame. 

c. In case of a grace period, 
the weighted average effective 


interest rate during the entire 
term of the loan must also be 
disclosed. 

3. When advertising con¬ 
sumer credit products, it is not 
allowed to include such state¬ 
ments that: 

a. are aimed at the ease or 
speed of obtaininng the credit; 

b. imply that current credit 
agreements do not or play only 
a subordinate role in the eval¬ 
uation of credit requests; 

c. imply that despite a ne¬ 
gative outcome of the credit 
screening process or deviation 
from the applicable rules of 
conduct a client can still obtain 
credit; 

d. refer to the characteris¬ 
tics of the credit in which tax 
advantages are implied. 

4. The effective interest rate 
must be clearly mentioned in 
the loan agreement. 

Pursuant to section 35, 
paragraph 1 of the SOSCS, the 
CBA may impose either an ad¬ 
ministrative fine not exceeding 
Afl. 250,000 and/or a penalty 
order (“last onder dwangsom”) 
not exceeding Afl. 250,000 in 
case the relevant credit institu¬ 
tions and (legal) persons are in 
non-compliance with the pro¬ 
visions contained in this direc¬ 
tive. 

Furthermore, in accordance 
with section 53 of the SOSCS, 
acting in violation with section 
12, paragraph 1, of the SOSCS 
is punishable.

Irene damage could be 
’tens of billions’ 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Hurri¬ 
cane Irene is expected to in¬ 
flict tens of billions of dollars 
in damage before it concludes 
a three-day sweep that has left 
a trail of havoc from Atlantic 
beach resorts to Manhattan 
high rises, officials and others 
said yesterday. 

Assessments were just 
starting to come in, but as the 
massive storm moved into 
New England it was already 
clear that it had caused wide¬ 
spread flooding and structural 
damage across a vast swath 
of the US eastern seaboard. 

? Tve got to imagine the 
damage estimates will be in 
the billions of dollars if not 
the tens of billions of dol¬ 
lars,” said Governor Chris 
Christie of New Jersey, 
whose famed "Jersey shore” 
was shut down as hundreds 
of thousands of people fled 
the state's long, vulnerable 
coastline. 

Irene weakened to tropical 
storm status yesterday as it 
crashed into New York City, 
the National Hurricane Cen¬ 
ter said, but the still powerful 
storm flooded parts of lower 
Manhattan. 

Experts said the financial 
toll would be much higher if, 
as transpired, there was a di¬ 
rect hit on New York, the US 
financial capital and largest 
city with nearly 19 million 
people living in its metropol¬ 
itan area. 

Economist Peter Morici 
put the immediate casualty 
losses from the storm at $40 
billion, including the loss of 
two days of economic activ¬ 
ity. 

But Morici, a professor at 
the University of Maryland, 
said the impact would dimi¬ 
nish significantly over the 
longer term as reconstruction 
spending kicks in, injecting 
fresh spending in recession- 
weakened regional econo¬ 
mies. 

"Rebuilding after Irene, 
especially in an economy 
with high unemployment and 
underused resources in the 


construction and building 
materials industries, will un¬ 
leash at least $20 billion in 
new direct private spending- 
likely more as many folks re¬ 
build larger than before, and 
the capital stock that emerges 
will prove more economi¬ 
cally useful and productive,” 
he said. 

Another silver lining is 
that the storm made landfall 
over a weekend, mitigating 
the economic impact in 
coastal cities although deal¬ 
ing a direct hit to the tourist 
industry at the peak of the 
summer beach season. 

Kinetic Analysis Corp., a 
company that does computer 
modeling of predicted storm 
damage, predicted Friday that 
Irene would cause $5-10 bil¬ 
lion in damages, based on the 
latest available weather data. 

Losses could include dam¬ 
age to flooded buildings, 
business interruptions and 
cleanup costs picked by the 
government, said Chuck Wat¬ 
son, the company's director 
of research and development. 

Reporting yesterday, the 
company said losses in North 
and South Carolina, the first 
states hit as Irene made land¬ 
fall on Friday, are expected to 
range between $200 million 
and $400 million. 

The costliest hurricane in 
US history was Katrina, 
which flooded New Orleans 
in 2005 and is estimated to 
have caused more than $133 
billion in losses. 

Irene was the 10th major 
weather-related disaster in 
the United States this year, 
making 2011 a record year, 
according to a study by the 
National Climactic Data Cen¬ 
ter of such events going back 
to 1980. 

Major floods, drought, tor¬ 
nados and a blizzard had al¬ 
ready inflicted more than 35 
billion dollars in damage this 
year, said the study, which 
was posted on the website of 
the National Oceonographic 
and Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion said.

Gibson's career has strug¬ 
gled since his 2006 arrest for 
drunk driving, which exploded 
into a major scandal because of 
anti-Semitic remarks he made 
to a highway patrol officer.

"There are no heart problems, as has been reported 
in the press". 

David King of Spirit International Artists, which 
represents Jones, said in a Tweet on Saturday that the 
concert had been cancelled due to a "heart scare". 

The hospital would not provide details of the 
singer's condition. 

The Welsh singer, whose hits include "It's Not Un¬ 
usual", "Delilah" and "Sex Bomb", had previously 
given a concert in the principality on Friday.

After Irene, US Open still 
aim for Monday start 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The US 
Open venue sustained "mini¬ 
mal damage" when Tropical 
Storm Irene lashed new York, 
and US Tennis Association 
(USTA) officials said on Sun¬ 
day they still hoped to start 
the tournament on Monday. 

In a statement posted on 
the tournament website, the 
USTA said workers were 
preparing the Billie Jean 
King National Tennis Center 
in Flushing Meadows for the 
final Grand Slam of the sea¬ 
son, scheduled to start at 11 
a.m. (1500GMT) on Monday. 

One snag, however, could 
be a lack of public transporta¬ 
tion. 

The USTA said officials 
were in contact with New 


York City representatives 
about mass transit, road con¬ 
ditions "and the ability to 
start the event on Monday". 

Public transportation was 
shut down on Saturday as New 
York City braced for the storm. 

The eye of Irene — down¬ 
graded from a hurricane — 
passed over the Big Apple on 
Sunday morning, causing 
flooding and power outages. 

Localised flooding oc¬ 
curred in the south and east of 
Manhattan, with more serious 
incidents in Brooklyn. There 
was also heavy flooding 
along the low-lying south 
shore of Long Island. 

It was not clear when train 
and subway services would 
be reinstated.

Nadal ready for emotional US 
Open defence

DAEGU (AFP) - Usain Bolt 
was sensationally disquali¬ 
fied from the world 100m 
final on Sunday after a cata¬ 
strophic false start, allowing 
fellow Jamaican Yohan Blake 
in to claim gold. 

Bolt, the defending cham¬ 
pion, Olympic gold medallist 
and world record holder, 
rocked off his blocks in hor¬ 
rendous fashion and knew 
immediately he had made the 
biggest error possible in the 
world of sprinting. 

Under rules which state 
that athletes no longer have a 
second bite of the cherry in 
the event of one false start, 
the 25-year-old ripped off his 
singlet in disgust, and slowly 
retreated to the starting line, 
head in hands, to be steered 
off the track. 

With the packed stadium 
abuzz in disbelief, it took 
several minutes for calm to 
return. Blake, a training part¬ 
ner of Bolt under coach Glen 


Mills, made the most of the 
clean restart to power through 
to win in 9.92sec in a muted 
atmosphere. 

American Walter Dix, the 
Olympic bronze medallist, 
took silver (10.08sec) and 
2003 world champion Kim 
Collins of St Kitts and Nevis 
claimed bronze at 0.01. 

"I have nothing to say 
right now. I need some time,” 
Bolt said. 

American Brittney Reese 
won the women's long jump 
and teammate Trey Hardee 
the decathlon, while Russian 
Valeriy Borchin claimed a 
second consecutive world 
20km race walking title. 

There was also heartbreak 
for Ethiopian distance run¬ 
ning legend Kenenisa Bekele. 

Bekele, bidding for a 
record fifth consecutive 
10,000m title, was forced to 
pull out of the event he has 
never been beaten in with a 
groin/hip injury. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The US 
Open holds a special place in 
Rafael Nadal's heart, but the 
defending champion knows 
emotion alone won’t carry 
him to a second straight title 
at Flushing Meadows. 

Spain's Nadal, whose vic¬ 
tory on the New York hard- 
courts last year gave him a 
career Grand Slam, arrives at 
the final major tournament of 
the year beset by injury worries 
and faced with the overwhelm¬ 


ing dominance displayed by 
world number one and top 
seed Novak Djokovic. 

"When you come back 
after the victory of last year 
the emotions are higher," 
Nadal said. "Of course, it was 
the last Grand Slam for me to 
complete all four, was one of 
the biggest moments of my 
career. That makes the come¬ 
back a little more special. 

"But if we talk about the 
goal, it's the same: Play well, 


try to arrive at the final rounds." 

It's not injuries, however, 
that appear to pose the 
biggest obstacle to a repeat 
but Djokovic, who owns a 5- 
0 record over Nadal in 2011. 

All five of those victories 
came in tournament finals, 
the most recent Djokovic's 
Wimbledon triumph that 
vaulted him past Nadal and 
into the number one spot. 

But as the tournament ap¬ 
proached, Nadal said he 
couldn't afford to start focus¬ 
ing on Djokovic just yet. 

"Well, I am here at the start 
of the tournament and you 
start to talk about a match 
against Djokovic," Nadal 
said. "I have to win a lot to 
play Djokovic — and him, too. 
He’s not in the final yet.
